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HAYMARKET THEATRE. 

Last night, after the comedy of A Cure for the Heart-Ache, and 
Don Cesar de Bazan, Mr. Marble, the representative of Yankee cha- 
racters, made his first appearance here in a farce called Yankee Land, 
and was received with a good deal of applause. A new and original comedy, 
in five acts, is in rehearsal, and will shortly be produced. 

Strand.—This theatre was crowded in every part last night to witness 
another new version of Don Cesar de Bazan, which was produced for 
the first time, and received with immense applause. Mr. T. Archer, the 
compiler of the drama, has made it quite as good as any of its predeces- 
sors. It has been placed on the stage with much care and liberality. 
The scenery is exceedingly good. Mr. Roberts, as Don Cesar de 
Bazan, was excellent ; his performance throughout the piece was hailed 
with enthusiastic approbation. Don José found an able representative in 
Mr. Maynard, and Mr. Howard made a very successful first appearance 
as the King of Spain. Mrs. Colman Pope was the Maritana, and she 
threw so much interest into the character that the audience frequently 
rewarded her efforts. At the termination of the drama there was a general 
call for Mr. Roberts, who, on his appearance, was loudly greeted. He 
announced the piece for repetition every night, In the course of the 
evening Mr. Roberts and Mrs. Montgomerie danced the Polka with 
such effect that they were made to repeat it. The Kantrowitz Family, 
from Warsar, made their first appearance here, and sang some national 
airs of Poland and Russia, in which they were encored, but their per- 
formance is anything but clever. Selby’s farce of The Married Rake, 
and the new drama of Henri de Rochemaine, wound up the entertain- 
ments. 

Adelphi.—The new drama, in two acts, entitled The Mysterious 
Stranger, adapted from the French by Mr. Selby, which has been for 
some time in preparation at this theatre, will be produced to-night for 
the first time; to be followed by Cesar de Bazan, and the burlesque of 
Telemachus. 

Olympic.—The repairs and decorations are proceeding rapidly at this 
theatre. It is stated that Mr. Hudson Kirby, the American tragedian, 
is to lead the business with Miss Davenport in melo-drama and tragedy. 

The prima donna contralto, Marietta Brambilla, has signed a prolonga- 
tion of her engagement at the Italian Opera of Paris for three years, 
with a considerable augmentation of appointments. It is said that in all 
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probability this eminent artist will be heard at her Majesty's Theatre next 
season. 

Moriani left Milan on the 11th of this month. A great desire was 
manifested to hear him on the stage, but he declined for the present ac- 
ceding to the proposals made to him, The direction of the theatre Della 
Cruz, at Madrid, represented by the mestro, Basili, were anxious at an y 
price, to procure his services for the present autumn and carnival, until 
the first days of February, when the artist is held by inviolable engage- 
ments to appear at her Majesty's Theatre. The negotiation, however, 
was not determined.
